FIRST SPECIAL SESSION

until the damaged valves begin to 
leak, 

ln any attack of acute tonsillitis, 
acute multiple arthritis (inflamma- 
tory rheumatism), severe sore throat 
or acute chorea (St. Vitus’ dance), a 
riild endocarditis may be unrecog- 
nized uniess the physician regularly 
examines the patient’s heart, and he 
can’t very welll, keep watch of a pa- 
tient’s heart if the patient is not 
deemed sick enough to be under med- 
ical attendance. Think bow many 
causes of sore throat and similar in- 
fections are never attended by a phy- 
sician, or brought to the doctor’s at- 
tention just onee or twice if the con- 
dition seems dangerous, and you will 
begin to see how valvular leakage 
happens, 

Of course, a doctor can’t prevent 
germs from traveling from a septic 
focus or nidug in the throat to the 
lining of the heart, if the germs hap- 
pen to have a specialized affinity for 
endothelial tissues such as _ those 
which line the heart and joints. . But 
he can certainly diminish the likeli- 
hood of such a complication if the 
patient is under his control, by. pro- 
viding for physiological rest during 
the danger period. And even though 
he cannot absolutely prevent the oc- 
currence of endocarditis, if he recog- 
nizes the condition when it occurs and 
treats and advises the patient accord- 
ingly, he can unquestionably diminish 
if not prevent the likelihood of se- 
rious damage tv the heart valves by 
the inflammation. 

Valvular leakage, as I explained be- 
fore, is brought about by distortion or 
roughening of the membrane which 
constitutes the valve, and this is 
practically alwuys the consequence of 
endocarditis. Acute endocarditis eren 
of a severe degree often occurs with- 
out leaving any permanent damage to 
the valves, 

I promised to tell no symptoms of 
endocarditis or of valvular leakage.
